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LORD KITCHENER, BRITISH GENERAL. 
Although Commanding a Great. Army, He Has Failed To Subdue 
Handful of Boers. 
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With Over 200,000 Men, Lord Kitchener is Unable to 
Trap Boer Leader--Statement Regarding 
Situation Made By British Government. 


London, October 10.—The wholly unsat- 
isfactory situation in South Africa con- 
tinues to call out the most severe criti- 
cism. Lord Kitchener today wires that 
General -Botha has crossed the Pivaau 
river, 20.miles north of Vryheid, which 
means that he has again escaped the 
British cordon. 

General Buller, in a specwh this after- 
noon, complained of the general crit!- 
cisms, especially in: the newspapers, of 
himself. He admitted he had advised 
General Sir George White that it would 
be necessary possibly to surrender Lady- 
smith, but bearing in mind all the cir- 
cumstances of the ca3e, he was quite pre- 
pared to let the public judge of the jus- 
tifiability of the newspaper attacks. 

The secretary for war, Mr. Brodrick, re- 
plying to Sir Charles Howard Vincent's 
offer to raise fresh troops or do anything 
to assist the government, declines the 
proposal, and in doing so lengthily  re- 
views the British position in South Af- 
rica, obviously in answer to the persist- 
ent and searching criticisms of the min- 
isterial journals and members of parlia- 
ment, that the government is languidly 
content to let the war drag on. 

Mr. Brodrick says, to begin with, that 
nothing Lord Kitchener has asked for 
ras rot been promptly met. He adds: 

‘We have, roughly, 200,000 men and 40 


guns in Scuth Africa, and over 100,000 men 
[ are under training at home. We have 

no difficulty, therefore, in keeping the 
field firmly up tofits requisite strength by 
drafts, and if a further call be made we 
are iu a position to meet it with the ut- 
most promptitude. Notwithstanding this, 
there seems to be an impression abroad 
that the close of the war is retarded by 
a. scarcity of troops, or the want of m»*- 
bility of our columns.”’ 

This impression Mr. Brodrick combats 
by reciting what the war office is doing, 
providing supplies for 314,000 persons, di- 
rectly or indirectly connected with the 
war, feeding 248,000 horses and mules, and 
maintaining four months’ reserves of 
food for men and animals. Sixty-nine 
mobile columns, perfectly equipped, are 
now in the fleld, and 10,000 remounts are 
being landed monthly, besides those cap- 
tured. 

Mr. Brodrick says the anxiety can be 
set at rest at home. The government has 
never interfered with Lord Kitchener, in 
whose vigorous prosecution of the war 
they have entire confidence. 

“When Lord Kitchener asked for 9,000 
more,’’ says the war secretary, ‘“‘the gOvV- 
ernment sent out to him 61,000 fresh 
troops during the first six months of 
1901, besides arms for 20,000 local levies.”

ceased. Blalock, who was originally a 
| democrat, but who has recently affiliated 
| with the republican party in the Palmetto 
' state, was highly recommended for the 
collectorship. Among his friends and in- 
dorsers was Senator McLaurin. When the 
regular republican organization heard 
‘that Blalock’s appointment would prob- 
ably be credited to Senator McLaurin, 
they hurried to Washington in droves 
and entered their personal protests at the 
white house. Later a conference of the 
various factions was held in the city and 
Blalock was invited to be present. There- 
upon he renounced McLaurin and pledged 
himself to stand by the regular republi- 
can organization in the state. When he 
did this those who had opposed him join- 
ed a delegation, went to the white house 
and strongly urged his appointment upon 
the president. 


McLaurin Gets in His Work. 

When they left the white house they 
were confident that the selection of Bla- 
lock was assured and his appointment 
would be formally announced within the 
next day or two. 

Today Senator McLaurin called upon 
the president and was in consuitation 
with him for nearly an hour. During the 
eenference the South Carolina situation, 
and especially Blaleck’s appointment, 
was fully discussed and the result is 
that Blalock will not be eppointed, but 
one of the two men whose na&mes were 
suggested by Senator McLaurin will be 
in Washington tomorrow and he will, in 
all probability, be appointed to the va- 
cant collectorship.

LEIPNER AND THE LOG ' 

VERY MUCH AT VARIANCE 

Captain semly asked him concerning 
the blockade of Santiago by Commodore 
Schley.

At night they steamed slowly back 
and forth in front of the harhor, 800 
yards apart. They were so far out, the 
witness said, that it was impossible to 
distinguish points on the shore or to 
determine where the shore line met the 
water line.

Commander Grant said that he remem- 
bered. a signal from the Brooklyn before 
starting from Cienfuegos, saying the fleet 
was bound for Santiago and would ren- 
dezyous at Gonaives bay. He said that 
on the first night out from Cienfuegos 
a suspicious vessel, which had erroneous- 
ly been supposed to belong to the enemy, 
had been sighted. The Brooklyn, which 
had been steaming just in front of the 
Massachusetts, changed its course and 
turned to port. The witness said that as 
goon as he observed this maneuver he 
turned the Massachusetts so as to pro- 
tect the ship following. 

“Then,” he said, ‘as I knew I was 
going to clear the Brooklyn I went ahead 
with port engine full speed and shifted 
the helm and gave the whistle signal.”

PASSES AWAY 


Lorenzo Snow, Head of Lat- 
ter Day Saints, Dies Sud- 
denly at Salt Lake. 


TWLVE APOSTLES WILL 
CHOOSE HIS SUCCESSOR 


In 1848, at the Head of a Train of 
100 Wagons, Snow Went to 
Utah and Became Leader 
in Church, 


Salt Lake, Utah, October 10.—Lorenz9 
Snow, fifth president of che Church of 
Jesus Christ, of Latter Day Saints, better 
known as the Mormon church, died unex- 
pectedly at his private residence, the his- 
toric Bee Hive house, this afternoon, 
after an illness that had been serious 
only since yesterday. The immediate 
cause of his death was hypostatic con- 
gestion, superinduced by aggravated 
bronchitis. Several weeks ago President 
Snow contracted a cold. He was at his 
desk, however, attending to business as 
late as Tuesday. Yesterday morning he 
was seized with an attack of nausea, 
which continued at intervals throughout 
the day. Last night his physicians were 
called and remained in constant attend- 
ance until death came. 

President Snow’s death caused a shock 
to the entire community, and is deeply 
deplored, for he was regarded as a broad- 
minded man, who desired the upbuilding 
of Utah as well as; the progress of the 
Mormon church. President Snow's death 
dissolves the first. presidency, of whicn 
he was the head, his two counsellors be- 
ing Joseph Smith and Rudger Clawson. 
Until his successor shall be chosen, which 
may not be until the annual conference 
next April, the leaaership of the church 
will devolve upon the council of twelve 
apostles, of which body Mr. Smith is the 
recognized head. Unless death should 
come to him in the meantime, Mr. Smith 
will be the next president of the church. 

President Snow leaves a large family, 
the members‘ being scattered throughout 
the world. 

Lorenzo Snow was born in Mantua, 
Portage county, Ohio, April 3, 1814, and 
received a ctassical education at Oberlin 
college. He became a convert to Mor- 
monism in i336 and immeaiately began 
proselyting. Since then he has been one 
of the most active and prominent mem- 
‘bers of the chureh organization. 

In 1848. at the head of a train of 100 
wagons, he made the overland trip from 
lllinois to -the ‘present site of Salt Lake 
City, and ‘in all the work of founding 
and building up this city he was the 


leader.

Commander Grant was then excused 
and Lieutenant J. H. Holden, who was 
watch officer on the Scorpion during the 
Spanish war, was called. Captain Lemly 
only! asked Lieutenant Holden concern- 
ing the Scorpion’s mission as a dispatch 
bearer from Commodore Schley to the 
Harvard, off Santiago, on May 22. He

JUDGE ADVOCATE ADMITS

Captain Lemly said they were “pre- 
pared to admit that if Commander Marix 
were summoned from Cavite he would not 
say that communication had been made 
to the Brooklyn as to the presence of the 
insurgents with whom communication 
had been had near Cienfuegos.”’ 

Reading from the log, Captain Lemly 
quoted the entry for May 19, showing that 
the Brooklyn had instructed the Scorpion 
to “speak the Eagle and obtain news and 
the names of the vessels off Cienfuegés.”’ 
The entry then tells of the carrying out 
of the order, and reports the following ts 
being the message signaled to the Brook- 
lyn by the Scorpion, as the result of the 
interview with the Eagle:

Legal Delegates to Episcopal 

Convention Ate Taking 
Interest In Canon,

QUIBBLES OVER WORDS 
FATURE OF THE DEBATE 


Section Forbidding Remarriage of 
Divorced Persons Not Reached. 
American Episcopal Churches 
in Europe Ask fér 
Representation. 


San Francisco, October 10.—The trien- 
nial convention of the Episcopal church 
of America accomplished much routine 
work today, but made little progress to- 
ward diposing of the canon on marriage 
and divorce, which came up before a com- 
mittee of the whole in the house of depu- 
ties. The popular interest in the sub- 
ject was evidenced by the crowded gal- 
leries, a large majority of the spectators 
being women, nearly all of whom remain- 
ed until the hour of adjournment. ‘The 
decision, however, was of a purely techni- 
cal character. Quibbles over words and 
the punctuation of sections, to which 
there was little opposition, took up much 
time. 


There seemed to be a determination to 
secure technical correctness in the text. 
It was also noticed that many lawyers 
in the lay delegation were taking a keen 
interest in the Subject. The fourth and 
most important section of the canon 
which was adopted by the bishops prac- 
tically forbidding the marriage of di- 
vorced persons, was not reached. The 
two first sections and all but the last 
paragraphs of section 3 were adopted 
with but one slight change, the conjunc- 
tion ‘nor’ being stricken out, thus di- 
viding the paragraph into two complete 
sentences. An attempt was made to con- 
sider the matter behind closed doors, but 
the attempt failed. 

That the spirit of the Huntington 
amendment to the constitution permit- 
ting many forms of worship still lives 
despite defeat was shown by the peti- 
tion in the house of deputies this morn- 
ing for a_ constitutional amendment 
couched in almost its exact language. 
The principal change was the adoption of 
a resolution that no form of worship al- 
lowed shall be in conflict with the canons 
of the church. It was referred to a com- 
mittee. 


Ordination Not Necessary. 

Rev. E. Winchester Donald, of Massa- 
chusetts, who presented the proposed 
amendment created quite @, sensation by 
declaring in the course of his remarks 
that he did not consider ordination neéc- 
essary for a celebrant of holy cran- 
munion. 

The house of bishops devoted most of 
the day to consideration of the qualifi- 
cations of the various candidates who are 
desirous of filling the vacant missionary 
bishoprics of the Philippines, Porto Rico 
and Vieques, Hankow, North Dakota and 
Olympia. No names were announced and 
the only action taken was a decision to 
vote for the candidates tomorrow. A 
missionary conference was held tonight 
at Trinity church, the session being de- 
voted especially to:the work in China and 
Japan. Addresses were delivered by the 
bishops of Shanghai, Tokio and Kiota 
and Rev. Turnbull Huntington, of Han- 
kow. 

The church association for the advance- 
ment of the interest of labor held a large- 
ly attended meeting at the Alhambra 
theater tonight. The principal speaker 
was Bishop Potter, of New*York, whose 
subject was the relations of capital and 
labor and of the citizen of the state. 

The woman's auxiliary to the board of 
missions listened to addresses today by 
Bishops Horner, of Asheville; Hare, of 
South Dakota, and General Secretary 
Lloyd, of the missionary board. 

The brotherhood of 8t. Andrew, of the 
Pacific coast, met in convention tonight 
at the Cathedral chapel of the Good 
Samaritan, Bishop Nichols, of California, 
officiating. at the opening services. Dur- 
ing the evening brief addresses on the 
welfare of the order were made. 

In the House of Deputies. 

In the house of deputies this morning, 
Rev. Dr. Huntington reported in favor 
of giving to the delegates from mission- 
ary districts the right to vote at all 
times when a vote by orders is not de- 
manded, and against a reduction in the 
number of deputies to be elected by the 
diocese to the general convention. 

Rev. Dr. Nevin, rector of S8t. Pauls 
church, Rome, Italy, presented two memo- 
rials from American Episcopal churches 
in Europe. One asked that some repre- 
sentation should be given to these 
churches in the house of deputies of the 
general convention. The second memo- 
rial said that there are now nine organ- 
ized parishes of the American church in 
Europe with six consecrated church build- 
ings, and asked that this convention 
consider seriously whether some better 
provision than at present cannot be made 
for Episcopate oversight of the parishes 
of the American church in Europe. The 
memorials were referred to a committee. 

Dr. Donald, of Boston, offered an 
amendment to the constitution covering 
in another form and according to his 
ideas what the defeated Huntington 
amendment was intnded to provide, the 
most significant feature being the omis- 
sion of the requirement that the ministers 
of the congregations to be received under 
it should have had Episcopal ordination, 
of which omission Dr. Donald especially 
declared himself in favor. 

Rev. Dr. McKim, of Washington, of- 
fered as an amendment a proposition 
identical with that for which the lately 
defeated amendment was substituted near 
the close of the last general convention. 
Both propositions were referred to the 
committee on constitution. 

Article II of the constitution was adopt- 
ed. It provides for the manner of amend- 
ing the constitution. 

The House of Bishops. 

In the house of bishops this morning 
the committee appointed three years ago 
to consider the reconciliation of affiliated 
bodies, reported progress and asked to 
be continued, which request was granted. 

The fact that the deputies had agreed 
to the division of the district of China 
was reported, and it was voted to elect 
a bishop for the new district of Hankow.

QUEER STORY“OF WOMAN 
REGARDING THE TRAGEDY 


Man’s Portrait in Her Room, and 
Yet She Claims She Does Not

New York, October 10.—Mrs. Lucy H. 
Carroll, who lived with her father at 76 
South Elliott place, Brooklyn, was shot 
and seriously wounded at her home carly 
this morning by a ‘man known as Cap- 
tain John B. Neilson. The woman was 
shot three times: Neilson then shot him- 
self in the right temple and died instant- 
ly. Mrs, Carroll.told the police that she 
not know the man whe had shot 

er. 

“I was awakened,” said Mrs. Carroll, 
“by seeing a man in my room. I was 
much alarmed and cried: ‘What do you 
want here?’ Without reply, the intruder 
drew a revolver and fired three times and 
then turned and shot himself. 

“I do not know him, nor can I im- 
agine why he should.have entered my 
rooms.’”’ 

The police found a portrait of Neilson 
in Mrs. Carroll's room and when she 
was told of this she said she had known 
Neilson for some time; that he had paid 
her much attention and had been very 
jealous recently. Neilson was about thir- 
ty-five years of age and was at one time 
a sea captain. Mrs. Carroll is about thir- 
ty years old. Her father, whose name 
is Kornder, is a dry goods merchant with 
a place of business in Brooklyn. 

According to the’ 'pdlice, the woman's 
husband enlisted a year or more ago 
in a United States engineering corps. At 
about the same time Neilson securéd a 
place on one of the United States arm 
transports, and it is said came back a 
third officer.

10,000 Delegates Come te Atlanta in 
August, 1902. 


The mammoth negra Christian conven- 
tion to be held in August, 1902, will meet 
in Atlanta. This was decided yesterday 
at a meeting of the cvummittee in charge 
of the movement. 

The convention will be the largest 
meeting of negroes ever held and will be 
cne of the !argost conventions that ever 
met in Atlanta. The details have not yet 
been arranged, but *t is thought that at 
least 10,000 delegates vill be in attend- 
aijce. The programme will be arrange:l 
for 400 speakers, amcng whom will. be 
many eminent Christioen workers. 

The primary object o. the meeting is tu 
get representatives of the young people 
‘together for the purpose of discussing 
means for the suppression of crime among 
the yourg of the race. 

All negro religious denominations and 
agencies will be represented. The com- 
mittee decided that the basis of represen- 
tation should be one delegate for every 
20,000 membership, with the provision 
that no denomination or agency should 
be represented by less than vwhree dele- 

ates.

MaAila, October 10.—A detachment of 
the Twenty-first company of Macabebes 
today encountered a large force of insur- 
gents near Lipa, province of, Balangas. 
Lieutenant Beauwf, of the Macabebes, 
was killed and one of the force was 
wounded.

New York Capitalists Are Ready To 
Take te $40,000 as Soon as 
They Are Ready. 


Columbus, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 
The people of Columbus today voted a 
$40,000 bond issue, from the sale of which 
@ modern steel bridge will be built across 
the Chattahoochee river at Fourteenth 
street, replacing a wooden bridge that 
was built directly after the civil war. 

Four hundred and (fifty-seven votes 
were necessary to carry the election, and 
583 property owners voted for the bonds. 
Only ten votes were cast against bonds. 
Seventy-nine negroes were registered. 
All voted and every vote was for bonds. 
The bonds are to run ten years and will 
bear 4 per cent interest. The interest 
will be met by rentals from the bridge, 
the Columbus Railroad Company running 
a track across on one side, while the 
bridge will also support one of the Co- 
lumbus water works company’s mains. 

The bond issue will be placed at once. 
New York capitalists had requested that 
they be informed by wire of the result 
of the election as soon as the vote was 
counted. 


Barnesville, Ga., Octcber 10.—(Special.> 
Mrs. Sims, wife of John Sims, a well 
knowh citizen of Barnesville, who lives 
immediately outside the incorporate lim- 
its of the town, had a desperate struggle 
with a negro who is row being pursued 
by officers and men bent upon his cap- 
ture and may be his quick death.

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FREELY SPENT IN ELECTION 


Savannah, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 
That there is no law in Georgia to pre- 
vent the purchase of votes in a primary 
election was fully established in Savan- 
nah today. Mayor Myers had announced 
his intention of preventing the use of 
money in the neighborhood of the voting 
places. Shortly before noon he was in- 
formed there was ample evidence of the 
use of money, hired workers boldly riding 
about the streets displaying greenbacks 
and proclaiming their fealty to a certain 
candidate, 

Mayor Myers telephoned City Attorngy 
Samuel B. Adams asking his opinion as to 
the law and the duties of the police under 
such circumstances, City Attorney Adams 
replied that, after a most careful and ex- 
haustive search of the statutes, he had 
been unable to discover any law against 
the purchase of votes in a primary elec- 
tion. There is a law on this subject ap- 
plying to state elections, but in the mat- 
ter of primary elections the law is 
silent. This, though not wholly a sur- 
prise to the mayor, left him helpless to 
interfere in the magter. 

It is understood that Mr. Adams had 
consulted with Hon. F. G. duBignon, 
state democratic chairman, on this mat- 
ter, and that Mr. duBignon’s conclusions 
were the same as those reached by. Mr. 
Adams,

ONE DEAD, THE OTHER DYING 


Two Prominent Alabamans Have 
Deadly Encounter. 


HAD i.ONG BEEN FRIENDS 


One Uses a Pistol While the Other 
Handles a Scantling with 
Fatal Result. 


Selma, Ala., October 10.—(Special.)—A 
duel took place this morning at Palemyra, 
a small hamlet in Lowndes county, near 
here, in which one man was mortally 
wounded and the other instantly killed, 
both parties being prominent white citi- 
zens of that county.

United States Marslfals Find Lead

Selma, Ala., October 10.—(Special.)—For 
the past several months United States 
Deputy Marshals Green and Tutwiler 
have been busy breaking up illicit dis- 
tilleries in Perry courity, about 20 miles 
from Selma. Since May they have de- 
stroyed twenty-eight stills, and have 
pretty well demoralized the moonshiners’ 
interests in that section. The stills cap- 
tured have been of small capacity, but the 
output from them has been large enough 
to cause great trouble. The marshals 
have been helped in their work by Date 
Perry, a young man who has been quite 
active in the raids and locating the stills. 
Perry has been off attending school, but 
went home Saturday to keep an appoint- 
ment with the marshals. : 

Sunday night the officers raided an- 
other still and went to Perry’s father’s 
house ta spend the night. Early Monday 
morning they were awakened by a num- 
ber of gunshots, the bullets hitting 
against the house. When the door was 
opened by one of the marshals, another 
shot was fired. The ball grazed his head 
and was imbedded in the house. Upon 
looking out, a notice-was seen posted 
upon a nearby tree warning them to 
leave at once or they would be killed. 
Several times that day shots were fired 
at them by the moonshiners, but no one 
was hurt.

DEPUTY SHERIFF LOOKED ON 


Wife of Clark Aided Her Husband as 


He Resisted an Officer with *a 
Warrant. 


Macon, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 


This afternoon, in the Howard district 
of Bibb county, a few miles from Macon. 
George Oxley, a. well-known farmer, shot 


and instantly killed Will Clark, a negro 
farm hand. The shooting was in self-de- 
fense. 

Clark had been working for Oxley for 
three months. This morning Clark got 
into a difficulty with another negro la- 
borer about cotton picking and Clark 
tried to shoot him with a shotgun, but 
the gun snapped twice and failed to 
fire. Oxley came to Macon and swore 
out a warrant charging Clark with as- 
sault with intent to murder. Deputy 
Sheriff Hines Millirons went out to Ox- 
ley's farm with Oxley to serve the war- 
rant. WhenrMlillirons started to arrest 
Clark the negro asked him who swore 
out the warrant, and when Millirons said 
Oxley did, Clark jerked a long bladed 


knife from his pocket and rushed toward 
Oxley. Millirons instantly leveled his gun 


at Clark to shoot him, but Clark and 
wife seized the barrel of the gun and 
bore it down toward the ground. The 
gun fired, but the load entered the earth. 
Clark continued his approach upon Oxley 
and when within 3 feet of Oxley. the 
latter fired his gun. The load struck 
Clark immediately above the eyes and 
tore off the top of his head. Clark fell 
dead to the ground. He was a very large 
and: powerful negro about twenty-five 
years old and was regarded as a des- 
perate character.

Negro Will Hang Within Thirty 
Days After His Offense, 


FITE PASSES SENTENCE 


Court House Was Packed and.the 
Military Company Was on Duty, 
but No Signs of Violence 
Were Apparent on the 
Surface. 


Carte:sville, Ga., Octobér 10.—(Special.) 
Will Jackscn, the negro who committed 
an assault on Mrs. Thomas Smith near 
here Monday, was, at 3:30 this afternoon 
sentenced to hang on Friday, Novem- 
ber 1. 

The term of the superior court called 
by Judge A: W. Fite to try the case con- 
vened this morning at 8 o’clock. A full 
grand and traverse jury had been em- 
paneled. It included many of the best 
citizens of the county. The grand jury 
passed on the indictment at once after 
convening, finding a true bill, and the 
case wa8S immediately given to the tra- 
verse jury, which was made up from the 
first two panels of twelve each. The 
prisoner was given counsel, consisting of 
three cf the city’s lawyers, who did their 
best with the hopeless case they had. — 

The scene was a pathetic one when the 
victim, a frail, delicate woman, carried in 
a chair, because of weakness from her 
experience, came in, with her mother ac- 
companying her, carrying the babe in 
her arms. Stout men bit thetr lips with 
indignation, but restrained themselves 
when they saw the law in speedy process 
of vindication, The courthouse was 
packed with men from all parts of the 
county, but the best order prevailed. 

Judge Fite, on opening ihe court, said 
baitiffs were stationed at the door and all 
citizens would be allowed in the court- 
room who were without arms. 

It had been feared by the judge and the 

officers that the prisoner might be 
lynched, necessitating a good deal of cool 
and careful work to kcep him away from 
those who would summarily handle him. 
The Bartow Guards, the country’s mili- 
fary company, made up of young men 
from this city and Kingston, was called 
cut to protect the prisoner should any 
attempt be made. on his life. They were 
lined up in the rear end of the courthouse 
yard during the tril. 
' The defense offer2d no evidence and 
that of the state was full and convincing. 
showing the negro designedly went to the 
woman, whom he knew to be alone in the 
field, and assaultei her, admitting to ne- 
groes to whom he told of the act, that he 
had to ‘“‘beat her.’’ 

The negro maintained a strained and 
fixed silence during the trial, but was 
visibly affected when the sentence was 
pronounced. He is about 25 years old and 
extremely black. 

The swift but thorough work shown in 
the trial seemed to meet with sanction 
from the crowd, in which were many gray 
heads that showed deep interest. 

When the verdict of guilty was an- 
nounced in just 3 minutes after the jury 
left the box, there was a great burst of 
applause, which was mildly but firmly 
checked by the court. 

Judge Fite, at the close of the case, 
made an :mpressive talk to the crowd, 
saying that the law was_ being upheld. 
He said He didn’t want to be compelled 
to protect the prisoner any further, and 
asked all who would agree not to aid any 
movement to take the prisoner from the 
officers to deal with him outgide the law 
and to uphold and aid, to stand up. The 
officers and every man in the courtroom 
was at once cn his feet.

Montgomery, Ala., October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The swearing in of ex-Governor 
Jones as judge of the federal district 
court, which took place this afternoon, 
was an exceedingly simple ceremony, 
though a double one.

HOLD A CAUCUS 
Fifth Regiment Soon to Discuss the 
Question of a New Colenel. 


SEVERAL NAMES MENTIONED 


Nothing Definite Has Been Decided. 
Efforts To Get Colonel’ Wood- 
ward To Reconsider Were 
Unavailing—Officers 
Talked Of. 


Within a few days, probably just after 
the close of the military fair, the officers 
of the Fifth regiment, infantry, Georgia 
state troops, will hold a caucus for the 
purpose of discussing the question of a 
new colonel to fill the vacancy that will 
exist when Colonel Park Woodward is 
placed upon the retired list.

reached.

Patten, of the 
north Georgia battalion, with headquar- 
ters at Rome; Major W. W. Barker, of 
Atlanta: Captain J. F. O'Neill, of the 
Gate City Guard, and one or two other 
officers of the regiment.

Trade with China. 

No subject can be more interesting 
to the people of the south just now 
than that of the mercantile condi- 
tions under which we must enter the 
markets of the world. 

Last year, for instance, cotton fab. 
ric importations into Cuba showed a 
decrease from the United States and 
an increase by way of Germany and 
England, yet the goods handled by, 
those two c untries had their origin in 
America. Three bales of cotton leave 
a Clayton county cotton field. One is 
converted into fabric from an Atlanta 
mill at whose doors it was delivered 
by wagon. The other two, by rail- 
road, sea and railroad again, handled 
half a dozen times, reached, mills in 
tngland and Germany. The three 
spinners go to Cuba and the two from 
a distance outsell the man from the 
field at the rate of 5 to 3. Why Its 
this? The answer is a very simple 
one—the Englishman and the Ger- 
man turned their bales into something 
the Cuban wanted, while the Ameri- 
can discarded this preference and 
found himself without a purchaser. 

The same story comes from China, 
and unless we awake to the situa- 
tion our trade there will be ruined. 
Consul Miller, stationed at New- 
chwang, reports to the state depart- 
ment that cheapness is a marked fea- 
ture of the Chinese trade. -It is use- 
less to discuss the superiority, of an 
article, as the Chinaman buys solely 
on the basis of price. It is because of 
this that the Japanese are building 
up a large trade in the celestial em- 
pire. The Japanese are imitating a 
vast number of foreign goods and put- 
ting a cheaper quality on the market; 
they are especially shrewd in imita- 
tion of brands. Something of the ex- 
pansion and the diversification of the 
trade of Japan will be observed from 
the ‘great variety of things she sells 
to China. She understands the nature 
and charatter of the Chinese, makes 
a close study of the requirements and 
eaters to the peculiar artistic taste 
of the masses and their desire for very 
cheap goods. It is one of the traits 
of the Chinese to handle the things 
they use very carefully and hence 
cheap and poorly made articles will 
last much longer in service than with 
most people. Goods made in China 
would be of little value for use by 
Americans. This characteristic makes 
the Chinese market for flimsy, gaudy 
and cheap things a good one in many 
lines. 

The hint to our cotton manufac- 
turers should be easily understood. It 
is to make for those foreign customers 
the «.ass of goods they want, and to 
leave “the education of the public 
mind” to time. If a customer wants 
a very light weight in goods, let him 
have it. The secret of commerce is 
to please the purchaser. 
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Respect to the Court. 

Respect to the court has received 
attention from the bar association 
of Augusta—hereafter members of 
the bar are to bow to the judge as he 
takes his seat. 

It was pointed out at the meeting 
of the association that form and 
ceremony have much to do with 
investing the ~bench with awe. 
The old custom, still followed in some 
United States courts, of the judge ap- 
pearing before the people gowned in 
silk, was productive of reverence for 
the wearer. The judge, in his official 
character, should be far removed 
from the taint of familiarity. In this 
spirit it was— 

‘Resolved, by the Augusta Bar Asso- 
ciation, that at the opening of each day’s 
session of the superior and city courts, 
all members of the bar present should 
rise, face the bench and bow respectfully 
to the presiding judge as he is about to 
assume his seat.’’ 

The Chronicle, speaking for the peo- 
ple of Augusta, thinks that— 

This will be generally approved. Marked 
respect for the law by expounders of the 
law will bring greater respect for the 
law from the people. The salutation is to 
the judge, not the individual; to the 
court, not the man. There are many 
people—at the bar and in other walks— 
who maintain that the judge should be 
gowned, illustrating that, while on the 
bench, he is more than a man—that he 
is the law, the court. Probably the Au- 
gusta Bar Association may ask later 


that this custom prevail in our local 
courts. 


Some discarded customs would bear 
reestablishment with profit. Any 
movement that would inspire the peo- 
ple with respect for the court would 
be in the right direction.

We print today several opinions con- 
cerning the nomination of Thomas G.

While nothing but praise has been 
lavished upon the appointment, it is 
hard for the average partisan news- 
paper to neglect the effort to make 
it chime in with some cherished 
views.

This made a little trifling debt of $13,000 
for the solons now at the helm to discharge 
But there were several other debts, while 
the present council has also made a few. 

In round sum this floating debt amounts 
} to perhaps $20,000. 

For some time past—several years—a goodly 
portion of this amount has been borrowed 
from the banks” here. And the present council 
has also had to borrow. 

Current expenses had to be met; salary 
lists running well into the thousands of dol- 
lars had to be paid monthly. There was no 
money on hand with which to pay salaries 
and other such city expenses, and there was 
nothing to do but go again to the banks for 
a further loan. 

For a few years past the ‘ad valorem tax 
rate has been $1.25 per $100. This did not 
raise money sufficient to meet current ex-

In order to pay off the legacy inherited, 
as well as the new indebtedness created in 
having to borrow money, the council may 
have to fix the tax rate for this year at the 
full limit allowed by the charter—$!.50. This 
seems the only way out of the woods. 

The council is going to meet In special ses- 
sion tonight. 

At this time the tax rate will be fixed. 
Americus enjoys all the privileges of a city, 
and must foot the bills. The property of 
every: citizen, tn a manner, standg for this 
debt. It is theirs. 

The returns of city property 
amounted to about $2,600,000. It will be 
practically -the same this year. With a tax 
rate of $1.50, and special taxes added, the 
city may soon get upon a better financial 
basis, even to the extent of paying off some 
of the bonded indebtedness. 

But the problem the council ts now tackling 
is not @ joyous one by long odds. _

Hational Association of Funeral 
Directors Have Warm Session, 


MAYOR KOLLOCK CAUSES IT 


Acting as the Chief Executive of 
Charleston, the Doctor Delivers 
an Address Which Arouses 
Members from the East 
and Northwest. 


Charleston, & C., October 10.—(Spectal.) 
Dr. Charles W. Kollock, mayor pro tem. 
of Charleston, hurled a firebrand at the 
members of the National Association of 
Funeral Directors at their annual con- 
yention here today. He had been invited 
to address the convention and made a 
strong, urgent plea for cremation as the 
best and most satisfactory way of dis- 

,posing of the dead. He condemned the 

custom of embalming, which he said was 

unnatural and wrong, and denounced it 

in plain language. When he had con- > 
eluded there was a storm of disapproval. 

While the speaker was treated with 

courtesy, his address was condemned by 

many leading members, who realized that 
if his suggestions were followed a re- 

action would set in and the business of 

the undertaker would be crippled. . 

George L. Thomas, a member from 
Milwaukee, the first funeral director to 
secure the recognition of the chair, moved 
that the address be excluded from the 
minutes. He said the sentiment was not 
in accord with the meeting. , 

“Too much reverence cannot be paid 
to the dead,”’ he shouted, “and we have 
endeavored to do the proper thing.”’ 

The proceedings were turned from the 
gay to the grave and numerous speakers 
elamored for regognition. 

Frank W. Dickerson, of Springfield, 
Mass., took issue with Thomas. He said 
incineration had not injured his business, 
and he believed it the proper way of 
handling the dead. The meeting turned 
into a heated debating hall. Kollock was 
allowed to speak again. “He said em- 
balming preserved bodies, and this was 
a law against nature. Finally, there was 
@ smoothing of the troubled meeting 


‘and the Kollock address was allowed 


to go on the minutes,

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, October 10.—There was & notea- 
ble revival of speculation in the stock market 
today, following the wavering and hesitating 
movement of the last day or two. Pretty 
much every department became affected in 
an increasing degree, and in the late dealings 
the market became fairly buoyant and closed 
active and strong at about the top level. This 
sudden outburst of speculation at a reversal 
of the recently current sentiment caused au 
‘Circulation of many rumors and gave rise to 
a supposition of some important development 
in the financial world not yet disclosed to 
the public. The rumors centered about fur- 
ther developments in the northwestern rall- 
road world, and early took the form of a plan 
for adjustment with the Canadian Pacific 
which might eliminate competition. Another 
report specifically formulated was that a pro- 
prietary corporation was to be formed to con- 
soHdate the ownership of Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific on the basis of 200 for Great 
Northern preferred and 125 for Northern Pa- 
cifie common, Northern Pacific preferred to 
be retired at par. The transcontinental 
stocks, which had been somewhat neglected in 
the early strength, leaped into activity and 
strength. Great Northern preferred jumped 8 
points to 196%, Northern Pacific preferred 
and Chicago and Northwestern 3, St. Paul 
2% and Union Pacific 2%. There was a re- 
newed heavy demand for the Erie stocks also, 
which lifted them 1% to 4 points. This -cul- 
mination of the day's bullish tendency caused 
a rush to cover by the bears. The demand 
from this source showed a state bordering on 
demoralization on the part of the large short 
interest in the market. The majority of act- 
ive stocks are a point or more higher.

CAPTAIN LE BYRD UNDER 
HEAVY FIRE IN COLOMBIA 


Writing of the recent fighting in the 
Colombian revolution, Edwin Emerson, 
Jr., correspondent of Collier's Weekly, 
mentions prominently Captain R. Lee 
Byrd, brother of General Phil G. Byrd. 
Captain Byrd is a native of Rome and 
is well known all over the state. He was 
a captain in the Tenth immunes in the 
war with Spain, and afterwards went to 
Colombia, where he secured some valua- 
ble concessions. Speaking of some re- 
cent fighting at the entrance to the har- 
bor of Bocas del Toro, Mr. Emerson 
says: 

“It was determined to send a recon- 
noitering party at once, so as to pre- 
pare for a counter attack on the rebel 
island. A naptha launch lay at the 
wharf, and for a consideration her owner 
~—Captain Byrd, of Alabama—consented 
to run her over to the island, provided 
the American flag was not flown to cover 
the venture. Incidentally, he requested 
the privilege of fetching Dr. Carter, an 
American physician isolated at the yel- 
low fever hospital on a smaller island 
within gunshot of the rebel position. I 
wanted to join the reconnoitering party, 
but the commandante_ would not let me 
go, on the plea that the expedition was 
not large enough to warrant the pres- 
ence of a special correspondent. 

“We watched the little launch puff her 
way out of the harbor and saw her turn 
inland at the hospital three-quarters of 
a mile away. Then she emerged again, 
and headed straight for the insurgents’ 
island, flying no flag. Suddenly there 
was a white puff of smoke inland, then 
another, and another. Almost simulta- 
neously we heard the crackling of guns 
on both sides. The launch kept on her 
course for a couple of hundred yards, 
but after a short while she turned and 
came plowing toward us at a lively rate 
of speed. 

‘“‘When she drew up alongside the dock 
the helmsman had to be lifted out by 
the others. Captain Byrd’s white shirt 
front was red with blood. Kneeling down 
on the wharf, Dr. Carter immediately set 
to work to dress the wounded helmsman’s 
leg, for which he had already improvised 
a temporary bandage while under fire, 
while the Colombian soldiers excitedly 
told their story. The coolest of the lot 
was Captain Byrd, the American. In a 
few brief words he explained to me how 
they had come under such heavy volley 
fire that further progress was considered 
inadvisable. When the bullets began 
striking all around them he hed taken 
the wheel from the native helmsman to 
bring the launch around, but as he aid 
so the man was shot through the leg, 
splintering the bone. The biood from 
his wound had splattered over Captain 
Byrd's shirt. 

“Dr. Carter, after he had finished dress- 
ing the man’s wound, showed me a bul- 
let hole in Captain Byrd's shirt sleeve 
and another in his own coat. The bullet 
he had probed out of the helmsman’s 
wound proved to be a 32-caliber win- 
chester. 

‘The immediate effect of this disastrous 
expedition was that all the other launches 
in the harbor were deserted by their 
crews and the commandante could not 
secure any reliable engineers to take his 
contemplated expedition over to the 
island that night. By way of consola- 
tion, the government troops confiscated 
several private houses for barracks, 
seized all horses they could lay their 
hands on and incarcerated several al- 
leged discontents. The town was placed 
under martial law and heavy contribu- 
tions were exacted from all property 
owners.”

Completed in Six Weeks. 


PEOPLE AND CARS CROSS NOW 
Traffic May Not Go Over for Some 


Time Yet—Crosstown Transit 
Cars Crossed Yesterday. 


By the ist of December, says Contrac- 
tor Wilkins, the viaduct will be entirely 
completed. The finishing touches which 
yet remain take a great deal more time 
than the uninitiated would ever suspect. 
The sidewalks cannot be laid until build- 
ings along the front are up to the first 
story. ’ 

Laying of the eoncrete continued yes- 
terday. It will be about a week before 
this part of the work will be done. Then 
the concrete must become thoroughly dry 
—which takes considerable time—before 
the asphalt can be put down. It will re- 
quire about three days to put on the 
asphalt paving and three days to lay 
the hexagon tiles on each sidewalk. 

Poles and posts have also to be placed, 
railings, prism tiling, etc. The railing 
and prism tiling is expected to arrive this 
week. 


THE PASSING THRONG 


Although 3-cent fares have been abol- 
ished by the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company, at least 15,000 more rides: will 
be taken by certain Atlantans at the old 
price of 3 1-3 cents apiece. 

The company has outstanding, accord- 
ing to officials of the road, $500 worth of 
tickets, possibly more. These were 
bought {fn $5 and $10 lots and in a few 
cases in even larger amounts. The $500 
worth means 5,000 dimes, which means 
15,000 rides. 

A good many people anticipated the 
raise in fare and to the extent of 15,000 
rides at least are ahead of the company. 
The number would have been considera- 
bly larger had not the company limited 
the number sold to any one person as 
the time for the increase approached.

Rich Ore Has Been Extracted from 
the Paschal Mine in Lincoln 


County. 
George Middleton, of Augusta, called at 


th® office of State Geologist W. 8S. Yeates 


Mat the capitol yesterday and showed him 


a handsome piece of gold ore taken from 


ithe Paschal mine, in Lincoln county. The 


piece of ore was small in size, about as 
big as a man's thumb, but the whole of 
One side of it was thickly covered with 
free gold. 

Professor Yeates has not yet assayed 
the ore, but he says it has the appearance 
of being as rich, if not richer, than any 
yet found in Georgia. Its appearance is 
fully equal to, if nét better, than that 
taken from the famous Columbia mine in 
McDuffie county, from a small vein in 
which large quantities of gold have been 
taken recently. 

Mr.. Miuuleton informed Professor 
Yeates that he had several cartloads of 
ore exactly like the sample he brought 
with him. He saia sae had already gone 
down 30 feet in the mine, and asked if it 
was advisable to go deeper. Professor 
Yeates told him by all means to keep go- 
ing as long as the ore showed up any- 
thing like the sample. There is no way of 
telling at present how much of the ore 
like that brought to Atlanta there is in 
the Paschal mine.

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RUSH TO PAY CITY TAXES 


More Than $62,000 Taken In by 
Collector Payne Yesterday. 


MANY WILL PAY UP TODAY 


Thousands of People Thronged the 
City Hall Building and Many 
Were Unaccommodated. 


Wedged in the halls like sardines in a 
box, thousands of people crowded the 
city hall yesterday to pay their last in- 
staliment of ‘city taxes and water rent 
for September. 

No such crowd has been seen at the 
tax assessors’ and tax collector's offices 
in five years. The people began to arrive 
long before the offices were opened and 
the stream poured in and out of the 
building all day long. 

More than $62,000 was taken in over 
the counter by City Tax Collector E. T. 
Payne and his two assistants. Of this 
amount $2,800 represented water bills for 
the month just past. 

So great was the crowd that the tax 
colleétor found it impossible to wait upon 
every one, and those who were unable 
to.pay yesterday will have until tonight 
to attend to this matter. 


Three Men To Make Change. 

In the tax assessors’ office there were 
ten trained men making out tax slips 
all day. In the water works office there 
were five men preparing water bills as 
fast as possible. In the tax collector's 
office there were only three men to re- 
ceive money and make change, collecting 
for both of the other departments. 

When the doors closed at a late hour 
yesterday afternoon the office of the city 
tax collector resembled the interior of 
a ticket wagon of a big circus after the 
evening performance has started. : 

To count this amount of money con- 
sumed several hours last night, and two 
policemen patrolled the sidewalks about 
the city hall building to see that no sus- 
picious characters made their appearance 
or went where they certainly were rot 
wanted. The building was well guarded 
all night long. 

Waited Until Last Moment. 

It seemed as if 75 per cent of the tax- 
payers of Atlanta waited until the very 
last moment to make settlement for 
their annual returns to the city. The 
city officers were not prepared for such 
a rush as occurred yesterday, however, 
and those who were in the tax assessors, 
water works and tax collector's offices 
labored like Trojans during the entire day. 
The amounts received ranged from a few 
cents to thousands of dollars. 

A prominent city official, who witnessed 
the crowds at the city hall, declared that 
he was in favor of changing the date for 
receiving the last installment of city 
taxes from the 10th to the ist of Oc- 
tober. 

‘You see,”” said he, “‘the city tax col- 
lector is cramped for room as it is, and 
when money for taxes, business licenses 
and water bills begin to pour in Mr. 
Payne and his two assistants are hard 
put to accommodate every one. The tax 
committee this year made October ith 
the last day for paying business licenses. 
previously it had been the 8th. 

“If the date for paying the last in- 
staliment of city taxes was moved for- 
ward to the Ist the tax collector would 
have that matter out of the way before 
the business license work ended on the 
5th, then the water bills would come on 
the 10th. There would be plenty of time 
between each separate payment and the 
work would therefore be divided so that 
the tax collector's office could handle it 
more satisfactorily.’

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COUNTER PROSECUTIONS 


Charge of Perjury Is Sworn Out 
Against Earl Haskell. 


BOND IS FIXED AT -$200 


L. C. Johnson, Haskell’s Assailant, 
Bound Over for Assault 
and Battery. 


Judge Bloodworth yesterday afternoon 
bound over Earl V. T. Haskell to the 
Superior criminal court on a charge of 
perjury, L. C. Johnson appearing as 
prosecutor, and a little later in the af- 
ternoon Judge Bateman bound over John- 
son on a charge of assault and battery, 
—— appearing as the prosecutor this 

The trouble grew out of an effort to 
have the license of a beer saloon on 
Edgewood avenue revoked. Johnson 
works in the saloon and Haskell appeared 
before council Monday afternoon, asking 
that the license be revoked. In discuss- 
ing the matter he is alleged to have said 
Johnson had “a reputation as black as 
any negro in Atlanta.” That night John- 
son met Haskell on Edgew . avenue, 
when a personal difficulty occurred 

Tuesday Johnson was tried in folice 
court and fined $10. During the trial Has- 
kell denied that he had made statements 
attributed to him by several counci) mem- 
bers in their eviaence. 

Haskell was not satisfied with the po- 
lice court trial and swore.out a warrant 
against Johnson before Judge Bateman. 
Johnson then came back at him with a 


warrant before Judge Bloodworth. The. 


case before Judge Bloodworth was the 
first taken up. Judge Bloodworth bound 
Haskell over for perjur~. His bond was 
fixed at $200 and this was given. 

The trial before Judge Bateman came 
on just a little later. The history of the 
case before council and in police .court 
was rehearsed and Haskell exhibited his 
bruised face and head. Councilmen Glass 
and Minhinnett and ex-Councilman Nym 
McCullough testified as to what Haskell 
had said about Johnson. 

Johnson made a statement in which he 
said he had called to Haskell and turned 
him around facing him before striking. 

Judge Bateman. decided to bind him 
over, fixing the bona at $100. Johnson 
gave bond.
